reſtore us to thy wonted favour, and re- 
ceive us into thy moſt gratious proteCti- 
on, and keep us this night and evermore, 
that the Devil may have no power over 
us, nor the ſin of wickedneſs may be able 
to hurt us. Whether we fleep or wake, live 
or die, we are always thine, thou art our 
Creator and Redeemer; guard us about 
$ N 3 with 
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with the Armies of thy Holy Angels in 
our habitations; expel and remove far 
away from us wicked Spirits ( our mortal 
_ and gracioufly proteCt us from 
our perſecutors which lay ſnares to ſubdue 
us : Do thou (O God) aſliſt us, that we 
tay peaceably ſleep and reſt in thee : hide 
us in thy Tabernacle from the ſtrife of all 
men, and we will fear no evil, for thou 
that oogen us, doſt neither flumber nor 
flzep: thy rod and thy ſtaff do always 
comfort and defend us: Let thy mercy 
(O God) prevent and follow us all the 
days of. our lives, that we may dwell in 
thy Houſe of defence in lon nefs of daies, 
prailing thee evermore, Father, Son, and 

oly Gholt, one true, gratious, and ever- 
laſting God, ruling aad reigning world 
without end.
